The Object of Advertising. 


The New York JVeiosfKyjer Hejiorter 


of tho 1st inst. hns a thoughtful arti- 
cle on the ooject of advertising. The 
argument is from the very sound 
standpoint thnt the merchant whose 
transactions fire largest will, under 
tho general circumstances governing 
tho trade, rnrke the most money, and 
reap the largest per centage of net 
profit. Every man must realize the 
trnth of shis who is patient enough to 
take all the facts into consideration. 
We quote one of the several exam- 
ples given: 


"In the same town, in n similar 


store, B, an older merchant, longer 
established and better known, sells 
$40,000 pet1 annum. B gets along 
with about the same rent, clerk hire 
doubled, costing him ?1,000 where A 
pays but $500. B'-s entire expenses 
for the year are §3,000, while his pro- 
fits are $10,000 gross, $7,000 net, or 
17% per cent on the business done, 
while A made but 15 per cent net. 
Any business man of experience will 
pronounce the above exhibit fair. A 
plan which will emible A to increase 
his business to im amount equal to 
that done by 13 without reducing his 
per centage of profit, will be worth 
$4.000 a year. If an expenditure of 
$2,000 ft year iu advertising will do it 
such expenditure would be justifi- 
able. If an expenditure of $4,000 
will make A's trade double that of 
B's, then such an expenditure will 
not be imprudent; for on the $80,000 
of business there will be $30,000 pro- 
fit, from which to deduct tho expen- 
ses, increased to $4,500. and $4.000 
paid for advertising, we will have 
$10,500 profit, or $3,500 more than 
made by B." 


Emphasis is placed upon these two 


requisites—thai advertising brings the 
customer, and that he must be retained 
djf lining iffll served. Tho newspaper 
is the best of all mediums through 
which to reach him; goods sold ac- 
cording to representation the only 
method for retaining a patronage 
once bestowed.

The 
word "suffer" would perhaps be bet- 
ter rendered by, endui-e, bear with, iu 
more modern parlence, sit under: 
"gladly" would certainly be more 
truthfully 
rendered by, blissfully, 


being undoubtedly a reference to that 
somewhat state of bliss, the said en- 
durance usually assumes. 


It is to be observed then, there is a 


connection between foolishness and 
preaching, but the preacher has his 
reward iu his foolishness, for every 
other kind of foolishness is con- 
demned. 


But there is another foolishness of 


preaching referred to by Solomon 
(Prov. xxvii-'22), "He brayeth like 
an ass." If the expression be allowed, 
the brayishness of preaching begot- 
ton of the "foolishness of ignorance," 
mueh of it has been heard of late 
demonstrating that the miraculous 
wine of the Lord was not intoxicat- 
ing : that is, was wine only in appear- 
ance, the effect of a common juggler's 
trick ; that the wine of the Bible— 
"the mocker of men"—(Prov. x\-l) 
that 
"orercomcth" (Is. xxviii-1) 


"The poison of dragons." (Deut. 
xxxii-IW), was a simple, unferniented 
drink, and lacked the intoxicating 
principle. Such braying either shous 
utter ignorance of the drunken sprue 
of Master Noah, and the double- 
headed dilemma of Master 
Lot 


after partaking of the said innocuous 
fluid ; or is the effusion of some Mo- 
nbitish preacher covering up the tracks 
after his ancestors. 
Better follow 


the advice of Solomon, and "Meet a 
bear than Mich a fool full of words. 
(1'rob. xvii-12).

Improving the Harbor. 


General B. S. Alexander, of the 


United States Engineer Corps, Bays 
the San Francisco Chronicle, leaves 
for New York this morning ou official 
business.
